The Reserve Bank of India, having considered it necessary in public interest and being 
satisfied that, for the purpose of enabling the Bank to regulate the credit system to the 
advantage of the country, it is necessary to amend the Non-Banking Financial (Deposit 
Accepting or Holding) Companies Prudential Norms (Reserve Bank) Directions, 
2007(hereinafter referred to as the said Directions), contained in Notification No. DHb 4. 
192/DG(VL)-2007 dated February 22, 2007 , in exercise of the powers ,conferred by 
section 45JA of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934) and of all the powers 
enabling it in this behalf, hereby directs that the said Directions shall be amended with 
immediate effect as follows, namely - 

t. In para 16 (2), Explanation No. (2) may be replaced with the following: 

‘(2) Off-balance sheet items 

A. General 

NBFCs will calculate the total risk weighted off-balance sheet credit exposure as the 
sum of the risk-weighted amount of the market related and non-market related off- 
balance sheet items. The risk-weighted amount of an off-balance sheet item that gives 
rise to credit exposure will be calculated by means of a two-step process: 

(a) the notional amount of the transaction is converted into a credit equivalent 
amount, by multiplying the amount by the specified credit conversion factor or by 
applying the current exposure method; and 
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(b) the resulting credit equivalent amount is multiplied by the risk weight 
applicable viz; zero percent for exposure to Central Government/State 
Governments, 20 percent for exposure to banks and 100 percent for others. 

B. Non-market-related off- balance sheet items 

i. The credit equivalent amount in relation to a non-market related off-balancq 
sheet item will be determined by multiplying the contracted amount of that particular 
transaction by the relevant credit conversion factor (CCF).

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (b) to (g) of Section 36 of Indian Medicine 
Central Council Act, 1970 (48 of 1970), the Central Council of Indian Medicine with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government hereby makes the following amendment in 
Regulations 81 & 82 of the Central Council of Indian Medicine (General) Regulations, 1976 
namely; 

*81. The Registrar shall have power to sanction expenditure of miscellaneous and contingent 
nature upto an amount not exceeding Rs.20,000/- (Rupees twenty thousand only) in each case 
and expenditure in excess of this amount shall require the sanction of the President. 

82. A permanent advance of Rs.20,000/- (Rupees twenty thousand only) shall be made to the 
Registrar.
